- 1. His Office was Captaine of the Hoſt,or ſtzlo xs- 
v0,Lord Generall of the Forcesof 1/ael 5, it was not 
ſomuch becauſehe toucht King $aw/in bloud, being 
Couſin-Germane, as in reſpec of this. high com- 
mand, that he is called, 4 Prince, and 4 great man. 

2. His Proje& which he had upon the Anvile now 
at his death, was the reducement of all z/-ae/ unto the 
ter of David ; herein his ProjeCt concurr'd with 
$3 buttook riſe in him, froman ill of ſuſpicious 
ground, 7hboſheth doth but queſtion him for familiar 
uſage ofa Concubine of Sawls ( which if true, wasin 
thoſe times accounted a kinde of Crimen Majeſtatis) 
and this heats his bloud, for great Inſtruments will not 
beare a checke) and thereupon his Stomack brings 
him off to David. God uſeth the ſins and great Spirits, 
or animoſities, of great men( though they be not carried 
by Conſcience ) to bring to birth his owne purpoſes and 
promiſes made to his Davids.

Text'could notbe proper to-any fallen under our 
Meridian unto this day't -but unto this new [tarre 
createdby the Parliament, and ariling in this Hori- 
zon; about July 16 4 2. and now eclipſed or fallen.

The flowre of the renowned City of London (far 
ſurpaſſing the meanneſs of Abners Hebron ) doe 
traile their teares after his Herſe,and are come to put 
upon him their c;vica” coronam, their civicall crown 
of Honour, propter ſervatos cives tortheir ſaved Citi- 
ZENS. | 

' The reverend Judges and the Worthies of that 
gowne,doe preſent themourning teares of the lawes 
that pay this tribute for their freedome from all An- 
tinomian prerogative. 

' The: honourable fouldiery, thoſe great names 
which while they wore his Orenge in the field, could 
have daunted death it felfe , doe now in change of 
colour weepe over him ( and what marble weepes 
not in ſuch change of weather? ) David that could 
take a lion by the beard, yet weepes at the Herſe of 
Abner. 

The gowne alſo hath its ranke with the ſword 
in this great Army of mourners. The Ailembly of 
Divines whoſe prayers hee ſomtimes valued and re- 
queſted, neede not bediſtreined for their contribu- 
tions of teares & grief, they muſt wrap up in acloth,

Laſtly,what ſhould1 ſay of thoſe ſtarres that come 
not intoany conſtellation. I meane perſons of quali- 
tynot within the rankes, yet within the line of this 
Lamentation,together with that infinite multitude 
of all ſorts, from Cedarsto the hyſop, that doenot 
onely come to fill theireyes, butto empty chem? I 
mult conclude, tg ſay as the cryer of the Lndz ſeu 
lares at Rome, ( which were but once in a hundred 
yeares.) Come and ſee that which ye never ſaw before, 
nor ſhall ever ſee againe. 

If yetit be replyed that Abners Funerall hath one 
point or two of State above us, David a moureer, Da- 
vid am oratowr. I ay butthis; Theteares of David 
were at thistimein great part Compurgators of that 
ſuſpicion which he mightlye under ; of having a fin- 
ger m that wherein Joab had hishand, which kinde 
of teares we have not, nor could wiſhto RC 
Davids; only in the orator, David, that made t 
{ſpeech weeare exceeded; and I am glad that fuch 
a State as this 1s inferiour and deficient in nothing, 
but that wherein my poore ſervice lies. 

By this unparallelling parallel}, you may eafily ſee 
that my diſcourſe will be divided between two noble 
Generalls : and firſt Jet us come to the Text, wherein 


| Davidſ\peakes ſomething of thedead,and ſome thing 


to the living. 

Of the dead. That a Prince and great man is fal- 
len this day in Iſrael. 

To the living. Know yee not. It concernes you to 
know,orT would have you take notice both of it, & 
that I am weake this day, though annointed King , 
and that the ſonnes of Zerni4h are too hard for me. ſo 
that I cannot execute juſtice at preſent upon the

Concerning that which 1s ſpoken of the dead, 
therein you ſhall finde the reafon or ſpring of the 
teares of: his lamentation. A Prince and 4 great man 
fallen, and fallen , this day in Tſracl. This day in- 
Tfrael hath the Emphaſis in 1t. In this nick of time 
wherein Iſrael was upon the point of reducement by 
the agency and uſefull contributions of this great 
man, who ſeemed to be the onely Pilot that could 
have put theſhip into quiet harbour, .orat leaſt a ve- 
great ſteerſ-man in the worke. This day is hee 
Ellen, and ſo 1ſrael, if not more alienated by his fall, 
| yet remaineth 1n diſtraction and unſettlement : and 
this day wherein I cannot give them juſt reparation, 
| if they ſhould demand it of mee ; if any ſhall deny 
4 that there is any accent or emphaſis in the word thzs 
| day in rae), doe but borrow the reffexion of light 


from the ſtory, and that will cleareit. 

F ſhallnot crumble that I have to ſay into literall 
and fyllabicallminuts, leaſt I be of their number :.q#4 g,;,. 
verborum minnutijs rerum frangunt pondera, batwill Dot. 
draw up the matterinto this theam or head ; 

The fall of a Prince and a great man- in the time of 
his agency and uſefnlneſſe for the ſettlement of the di- 
ftrations of Iſrael, is juſt reaſon of a ſad and ſolemne 
lamentation. 

This point Twill open by parts, and thoſe words. 
Know yee not, ſhall bring up the uſes of it, in therear. 

I. The ſubje&t ofthis lamentation is 4 Prince and 


4 great man. | 
Prince to our Engliſh eares, ſounds the firſt maſcu- 
line branch or furcle ſhooting from the ftem of Ma- 
jeltie. But the Scripture which ſpeakes no Tteafon, 
g1ves.

gives this title toCaptainsin War, and generally to 
men i v7&ya1n kead{hip or powcr, whether Vitlita- 
ry or Senatorian ; yea, though a man bee but the 
fore-man of his ranke. 

Great man is anote of ſome ſingular eminencie a- 
bove the ordinary trees of the wood, and is a title gi- 
ven even to a Nabal that hath 3000. ſheepand 1000. 
goats, which is the meaneſt ranke of greatnelle. 

But where a great an 18 added to a Prince, it may 
well import as much as magnificent, a man of power- 


tul intereſt,great valour, honourable atchievements, 


—  — 


noble activiry in his place. ſagnus 18an addition or 


hatchment by which 4/ex.nder,Ponrpey, Carolus, &c. 
have beene ({irnamed, for their great ſervices or ex- 
ploits. So that a wan by his orb or place he is ſetin, 
1s Princeps : but by his influence and beams of worth, 
raying from him upon the ſublunary Commons, he 
1s Magnus, Itisan excellent conjunction, a Prince 
and great 74n. According to {tyle of honour with 
us, a man may benoble by birth, diſcent , or blood. 
And though I be none of the new Switzers , that 
could wiſh Princes Canton'd into the common. leyel; 
yet I may putyou in mind that Antiquity of Race 1s 
buta Mos of time growing upon the back of worth 
or vertue: And if a man carry not the primigeniall 
vertue with him, which firſt made his race noble, he 
is but a flower by change of ſoile degenerated into a 
weed, as having nothing in him-but the wax or mat- 
ter, without the form and ſtamp ot Noblenetle. And 
you know 2lſothat Nobility 1s often times the crea- 

ture of a Prince his fancy : which when there is 19 
itrinſecall worth to be che ſupporter of .1t, -18 ( as 
Charren fanth ) but Nobilicy by parchment. kr's a 


brave 
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brave conſociation, when the goodneſle and aBtiviey 
that makes you great, isashighas the place whic 


makes you Princes: for if that crazy fancy take a man 


which poſſeſt ſome great ones; they would be called 
Gods, and perſonate an oftentation of greatneſle a- 
bove men ; it tay beehy pride & madneliz;but can 
never ſo fardeecivetheſenſe ofunderling s but thar 
they will fay as the Cobler did to Caligul, , In that 
fate and humour , that Hee was woe mare 2 
great Dotard. It is the atting of your power and 
place, which makes you great. 1 cannot teach youto 
be princes, Fortvitumeſt; but I can tell you how to 
be great men : not great in the glaſle which Paraſiti- 
call flattery holds before yow, but mdeed ; and that 
is thus: Fill the ſphere of your aQtivity , the Church 
and State, the Towneor Countrey, with the powet- 
full and benigne influences that flow from intrinſe- 
call worth : make the times the better for you : Con- 
{traine by your example your inferiours to know 
God, and reform thar Families. Let not Profaneſle 
hide it felfe under the wing of your pattotiage, nor 
leſlen itſelf by the greatnefle of your exmnples. Im- 
partial 8& ſpeedy Juſtice, with ſweet refreſhing Mer- 
cy, will make you . we men in the Comtionwealth; 
Zeal and Syncerity for God and his Houſe, will make 
you great men m the Church. Hethar will be a great 
man, maſt draw his lines tothe center of Dublike 
good : private ends never rake a great friah. 

2. Theſubjeft ofthis Lamentartion is, oze Prince, 
one great man, Y eeare called ( as ſome interpret the 
word, ) the Corners of the people:the Shields X the Gods, 
the Sexviours , the Shepheard-s of the people, the Mini- 

ſters of God for Good, BenefaFors, ec. Now the fall 
pf one great Tree makesa great gappe in the hedge; 
the 
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theEclipleof one of the greater ruling Luminaries 
benights the world. Our Lives, Liberties, 8c. are at 
bound up in you: we poor men {teal into our Graves, 
with no greater noyſe than can be made by a branch 
of Roſemary, or a blacke Riband : No body takes 
noticeof the Gloeworme, that goes out in the hedge 
bottome : No Comet or Prodigie, or Earth- — 
tolls us the knell of our departure; but one of you 1s 
carried forth by the teares of all IsRAEL, provided 
that you be what your Names import, publick men, 
common SanCtuaries of the opprelled, Cities of 
Refuge, Altars of protection; for otherwiſe you may 
be ſuch as that your death would be more worth then 
your lives, and then, though you may be ableto put 
men into black, you cannot put them into mourning: 
Yourdeath cannot be worth a teare, when yourlives 
arenct worth a prayer. 
3. Theſubject of this Lamentation 1s, a Pringe & 
A great man fallen. Death isa fall from every thing 
but grace : ſome dofall from a higher Scaffold ; great 
men fall divers ſtories, from Honour, Riches, Offi- 
ces;others from the ſurface ofa level ground, having 
nothing to fall from but naked life. Saints dye, the 
gods doe fall : I need not ſtand to prove it, there is 
not one of you great men, but ſhall bethe proofe of 
this point ſhortly. The Law of Death runs thus: AH 
Honours, Titles, &c. to the contrary, in any wiſe 
notwithſtanding : & there 1s no Prerogative to check 
this Law. I will not garniſh this Deaths-head with 
fine fragments of Poetry, and ſuch ſtuffe: nor would 
T at all ſet it before you as a ſtanding diſh, wereInot 
ſurrounded with ſo great a Corone of Princes and 
great men : and haply ſome of you may be of Lewis 
| the 
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the Eleventh his minde , that charged all about him 


' that they ſhould not name the terrible word Death ; 


which yet you mult heare of; for it is the way of all 
theearth; the houſe of all the Jiving;your long hoe. 
or houſe of perpetuity © of which its ſaid, Job 3. 14. * Kirg- 2- 
Kings, Counſellours, Princes, ſmall and great, - are ; "FEED 
there; and there 5 arcarimygepe: their bones and Lncian 
ſkeletons have no Inſcription or Titles of Honour "2 
remaining on them. 

The way to this houſe of all the living, is ( as one 
ſaith) ſauginea, or laGea ; the blondy or the wilkie ; 
thatis, the common, natural], orufuall way, 

The former is troden by great men - the Prince in 
my Text was ſent homethis way ; and ſo was the firſt 
man inthe world that dyed. The Sword hangsin a 
hair over the headsof great ones, whoare often cut PO 
off by the hand of emulation and animoſity, That the fovich 
ſlaughter-houſe of Rowre (where it hath: been prafti- 4s and 
ſed by the Popes themſelves, who (as one of them 
faid )doratherſucceed Romulus, making his way by 
blood, then Peter) hath ſent out cruell Emiſfaries to 
cutoff famous men by a meritorious knife. How hap-. 
pily may you the Worthies of our 7/rael call tomind 
the goodneſs of that great God, who hath bound the 
hands of ſuch aſſaſſinating blood-ſuckers from exe- 
cating their fury upon you, all this while , that you 
by renowned induſtry and zeale, havegiven prove- 
cations to Rome and Hell, | 

The Common way is troden by you great ones 
too - for ye Gods do die, and ye Princes ſhall fall 
like other men. Tt you run your Genealogies high 
enough, you will finde your felves but as other 


men , In the fretum Or Barrow ſea of Mankinde that 
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the fourth 


divided the two Ocean worlds, the Arke of Noah : 
and thence if ye hold your way npward, you willbe 
found the lons of Adamah, common dult : And you 
that are the higheſt duſt, raiſed up a pulf of winde 
ot Honour above other men, are laid, like the ſmall 
duſt, with one drop of rain. There 1s a great Ardi- 
ter of all things, that can thunder theproud Empe- 
rourunder his bed, and write the great King at 
threeor foure words into trembling : That can ſend 
a Fly to fetch the Triple Crown-betfore his Tribu- 
nal, and make a hair, orthe kernel of aRailin, as 
mortall as Goliah his {pear : That can unſ{peake the 
whole world into nothing, and blowe down a 
great bybble with an caſte breath : That by drawing 
onenail, can throw down the ſtatelieſt building, 
and undreſſe your ſouls by unpinning one pin. If 
he take the Bridle off the head of that firethat's in 
yon, it preſently burns you up, by a Fever. If he 


. looſethe water, it drownes yon, by a Dropſie. If 


he lay his hand upon your mouth, he takes away 
the airy difference betweene ſleep and death. He 
ſaith to Moſes, Go np and die: andit follows after, 
Moſes my ſervant is dead. Every man hath a day 
which is called His dey:and death never makes re- 
turne, Nor Fe invents in baliva noſtra. 

4.The ſubject of this Lamentation 1s a Prince and 
a great man fallen m the time of his agency & uſetul- 
neſle for the ſettlement of the deſtrattions of Iſrael. 
The key of the ſtory unlocks the ſenſe of theſe words 
this day in Iſrael. Tt wasa tine that the promiſe of 
God to David wasat the birth, and the Midwivery of 
Abmer was offered. Let Abner otherwiſe be what he 
will foraman ; God may ufc an Feyptian midwifeto 


bring forth the child of an Iraelite, Eut this great man 


falls 
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falls in the very nicke of time, before the good iſſue 


of his defignes. Let me point out this Obſeryation to 


you . 


Frs net unuſuall, that great builders catcha fall 


when they arc upon the ſcaffold abonte their worke. 
+ Oh how it amazeth the faith of Gods people, 


- 


when the ſtar that led them out of their own Coun- 


trey, goes out of fight before it have brought 


them totheir journeys end. That youngling world 
of Reformation in Lzthers time, had a fore temp- 
tation, when it mult fee the fall (asT may fay )of 
the Eleftour of Saxozy and others that were pillars 
of hope. Moſes muſt live no longer then to bring 
Iſrael mto the plains of Moab : himſelfe is allowed 
but a profpeCt of that he hoped to have enjoyed, 
and to have brought 7/rael into We arenot with- 
out preſidents : our eyes haveſeen ſome of our grea- 
ter lights eclipſed , pleno orbe, when they have been 
at their Full. The great God. that hides his Coun- 
fels, knows his Works from the begining to the end, 
and hetakes off fuch Inſtruments. that he may ſhew 
that hedoth not need, isnot tied to any tool : for he 
madethegreat world without any. When he ſaith 
Faciamys, heſpeaks to himſelfealone ; not to him- 
ſelfe and man. Thus he makes way for ſome other 
Providence to come upon the Stage, and brings a- 
bout his Worke by a more crooked Inſtrument, 
' which wee imagined ſhould be done by a ſtrait one. 
So Iſrael is ſpeedily reduced to David, though Abner 
fall. Orhe humbles his people juſt before his pro- 
miſes take effe&; and firſt ſtrikes them dumb before 
he open their mouthes1n a Beredicite; that the low- 
lineſſe of his handmaidens may break forth into a 
C3 Magnificat 
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* Magnificat ; or the time is not yet comethat 7/razl 


is tobe brought out of Egypt : and therefore though 
Moſes begin to reſcue the Tſraelite, and {lay the 
Egyptian, yethe mult flee forit, and be hidden for 
Fourty years. Orelfe he pulls the ſtool of our con- 
fidence from under us, becauſe welit down upon it: 
or elſe pulls up the {Juce of ſome judgements which 
have been hindr'd by ſome Lot or great man, or 
whatſoever it be. We ſee that God writes the Names 
of our beſt and greateſt men in the ſhel]., and takes 
them away by a kind of Oſtraciſme. All the belp, 
hope, and comfort is, that God hath allinſtrumenes 
eminently in himſelte, and can raiſe up a Zona in 
ſteed of Moſes, Wherefore it his'Diſciples cannot 
caſt out theevill Spirit, let us come to himſelfe, and 
make our ſelves as ſureof his Word by faith, as he 
is ſure of his word by promiſe; for though Teſeph die 
in Egypt, yet he layes his bones at {take , that God 
will ſurely viſit his Iſrael, Ger. vlt.ver.25. 

5. Allthis that hath been faid, a Prince, a great 
man fallen at ſuch a time, 3s juſt reaſon of ſad and ſo- 
lemne lamentation; and theretore David and Iſrael 
isin this mourning poſture : ſuch a man whoſe in- 
fluence had a large circumference or ſphxre while 
he lived, 1s followed by an honour and ſorrow of 
theſame compalle when he dyes: You Princes and 


great men, death will tell what the world thought of 


you ; while you live (it may be) Sycophants & flat- 
terers lay their egges 1n your eares, and hatch mon- 
{trous opinionsin you of ycur greatneſſe. Such 
Rooks uſually build in the bigheſt Trees:and on the 
other iicae, envy & detraCtion may breath upon the 
glalieof your reputation, that it ſhall not (while you

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live) report ſo cleare an Image of you, but death wil _ 


makethorow-lights 111 you;that you ſhall be ſeen on 
both ſides; ſorrows will not, cannot be tongue-tyed; 


you will then begin to reape your due. Then the + 


world breaks out into theſe expreſſions; Hee was a 
braveman, He wasa great Courtier, that could not 
be curbed with a white {taffe, to bee of counlell to 
ſubvert the freedomes of his Countrey ; He was a 
Captain that could draw a line, but not to the 1gno- 
ble center of his private ends; He was a Juſtice that 
would ſcatter the drunkards from their Ale-bench, 
and didnot underſtand the language of a bottleor a 
basket ; He was a Nehemiah ., whole kindnefſes were 
great which he ſhewed tothe houſe of God, and the 
Offices thereof; He was a Miniſter that could not on- 
ly thundez in his Doctrine, but lighten in his Life; 
He was a Papinian (a great Lawyer) but hee would 
not defend Imperiall and arbitrary exorbitances, 
though he dyed for it;Hewas a man that appeared & 
ſtood for the truth, and for Godin the worſt times, 
when the Summer birds were hidden in their hollow 
Trees:He was a man firm and fixed, and ſtudied not 
theneutral art of putting off the capto one, and ma- 
kingaleg to another. And is not thisa brave Eccho, 
arenot ſuch men worthy of the Honourable tears of 
T{rael?or elſe Iſrael hath reaſoto mourn for the ſenſe- 
leſneſle and ſtupicity of their own hearts. And for 
the State and honour of mourning, it 1s an ancient 
ſolemnity credited by time, and great examples,yea, 
and almoſt the common ſenſeof mankind. Forboth 
Egyptians and Iſraelites concurre in weeping for Ja- 
cob, whoſe Exequies were performed in great Equi- 
page when he was cared out of Egypt; andnot to in- 
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ſtance in moreexamples,its ſaid of Hezekzah, that all 
Judah and inhabitants of Jeruſalem, did bim ho- 
nour at his death,and laid him up in the higheſt Cell 
of the Sepulchers of Davids ſons, ſuch is the con- 
victive Majeſty of goodneſs, that this idolatrous- 
hearted people follow their great Reformer to his 

De pureae. ZraVe With honour, 

/ib- 1.c-3- In vainedoth Bel/armine goe about to prove out of 
theſe ſolemnities, that they are done ad juvandas 
animas. Wee find no Law of facrificesfor thedead, 
theſe expreſkions are but civill indexes of honoura- 
ble forrowes, a debt owing to Worthres while they 
livd, andtheremainder paid at theirdeath : Like 
the after-beames of the Sun, which follow han to 
hisbed; and we were unworthy heires of their 
famous a&ts, if out of their owne goods we could 


not allow them an{werable mterrment; andifany 
 C3nicke in his morofity ſhall ſay, that-it matters 

not, humine an in ſablimi putreſoat, Let himenjoy 

a Philoſophicall rotting in what ditch he pleaſe; we 

know, thereis the buriall of an Afle; the graves of

by 3- Arme you againſt your fall, that the day therof 
may be to you (as the. Pafſion-day of the Martyrs was 
called) the birth-day of Erernity. ' Nequaquam more 
mr1eminigas the inletof our fin and milery, &:keeps 
the doore open to fin ſti!l;3 The Epicure hath his Ar- 
mour againſt-dearh:a ſentelefle conſideration of itzas 
of aps. co not being. The great Spirit hath his 
Armour too3 A contempt of death out of principles 
of Valour and Honour;but neither of theſe Armours 
can keepthe arrow from the quicke, There is a terri- 
ble clauſTinthe Statute of dying, 4nd after that the 
Judgencat Nor yetwill I ge about to arme you with 
this meditation, thit we ſhall have a ſhorter 
fromdeath rolife agzin, than we had from notbeing, 
vato lie, or that which is cited by Gerard out of Le- 
vols R 
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#hey, that all therimethar hath run, or ſhall run our 
from the beginning, to the end, ſhall ſceme to 4dam 
when he riſcth againe, but rayquar ſomes unins hore, 
as the ſleep of the body for one hourez But if you will 
breake the fall, which elſe will breake you, then you 
Gods muſt become $45 (for all Gods are not Saints}, 
the death of Saints is more precious then the death of 
Gods;Grace is ſpeciall baile againſt death, there is no 
gall and vinegar in it to be drunk by them, for whom 
Ghriſt hathalready drunke it : Death(ſaith the Apo- 
ſtle)# yours, becauſe contributory and ſubſervient to 
your happines; That life which is hid with Chriſt in 


God, is out of the reach of death,our Saviour Proves . 


Abraham to be living,becauſe God had long after his 
death, ſaid, I am the.Godof 4braham. Thoſe that are 
confederate with God in Covenant,muſt always live, 
that the Covenant may not be diſſolved by the death 
of the one party. There is a way then to break the teeth 
of death, and to be immortall : Have God for your 
God;labour tohave ſomething in you that is immor- 
tall beſides yourvery ſouls 3 lay upfor your ſelves-a 
treaſure beyond the ſea of death, that when this mens- 
brana dignitatis(as Seneca cals it)a thin skin of honour 
breaks,you may not be quite bankruprs ; enrich your 
ſouls withthe power of godlines, which is profitable 
to all things. The place of Princes, the magnificence 


and great works of great men; The faith and godlines- 


of poore men doe make a rare compoſition. Do not in 


ſtead of diſarming death, arme it- rather againſt you, . 


by putting a ſword into the hand of it, The more ſer- 
vice that you may doe by rhe advantage of ground you 


ſtand upon,the heavyer will your accounts be,if your 


greatnes be made a Stage and Theater for toa@ the 
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difference is there between ſuch gads,and thoſe in Hg- 
mer,of whoſe drunkenneſſe and adulteries there is 
frequent mention 3 let me ſpeake one word to you, 
young Noblemen, and Gentlemen, Learne you the 
way of godlinefſe, that may free you from the looſe- 
neſle _ vanitie incident to greatneſle ; for when you 
havegiven florew Diabolo, the floure of your time to 
luſts of youth 3 your fall may come before you can ſo 
much as give fecem Deo,the dregs thereof to God. 

I concludethis point with that which oneobſerves 
upon Gods ſeeing all the works that be had madeythdt 
they were very good, for then immediately (faith he) 
followed the Sabbath, or reſt of God, which (though 
our ſalvation be not of workes) may ſignifie thus 
much toyou,that when you ſhallgometoa retroſpet 
upon your wayes and works, and find them ſo empry 
of, and contrary unto Gbdz: there can beno expeQa- 
tion of a Sabbathor reſt unto your ſoules; and there- 
fore, waſh ye,make ye cleane,ec.Ifa.1.16,179, -* * 

The ſecond, K now ye #0t,is ſpokentoyou,the lower” 
ſhrubs, .Youare to know that. your great men may” 
fall inthe-very time of their uſefulnefle and ſervice: 
for your good. . In their loſle, bewaile your fins : for 
rough you feele not the ſtroke while the wound is 
frefh and green, yet afterwards you will find the wane: 
of ſuch as areworthy inſtruments, when wee expe! 
they ſhould doe great things 3 God by taking them a- 
way,interrupts the caſt. Put not therefore your truſt 
in Princes,nor in the ſonotman,in whom there is t16/ 
ſ:lvation 3 for his breath goeth forth,and in that very 
day his thoughts periſh, Pf, 146:3,4.even bis-proje@s 
and intentions for your good, dye inthe wombe, and - 
are abortive. If we leane hard upon the reed, it breaks ' 
the ſooner , and wee are: laid flat on the grown," 
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God will. not let his people enjoy that long, which 
they prize roo much , ſome worme ſhall ſmite that 
20urd, and it ſhall wither 2nd though many great 
men arenot likely to be blaſted by the confidence of 
the people, yet our ſad experience teacheth us , that 
we {mell too much toour ſweeteſt flowers, and fo wis 
ther them, ” £4 | ; 
Shall now.come tothe paralell Herſeof that Prince 
and great man tallen this day in England, of whom, 
though modeſtie it ſelfe may without bluſhing ſpeak 
ina magniticent ftile,yet have my thov3hts waved me 
to0 and fro, it not being eaſtc tobe moderatour of the. 
Arguments thatare tor ſpeech; cr ttlence : Not be- 
 cauſethe matter will ſurpaſſe the work-m2z:iſhip, and 
the copiouſnefle of the ſubject {hame, rhe penury 
of my expreſſion ; bur becauſe on the one hand it is. 
argued,that Funeral! Encomiaitickes of the dead,are 
very often» confeQtions of poyſoritothe living 3 for 
many,whoſe lives ſpeake nothing for them,will draw 
the example into conſequence, and be thereby led 1n- 
to hope , that:they may preſle a hackny Funerall Ser- 
man to-carrythemito Heaven when they dye zefpeci- 
ally, if fuch for whom no file could be rough enough 
while they lived, be ſmooth-filed when they are dead : 
on the other kand it may be ſaid, That though comon 
graves have noinſcription , yet Marble Tombes are 
rot without ſome Epitaph. Heroical! examples 
ſhouldnot go with a common paſle,but with a Trome 
pet. D avidafforded this Honorary to Saul and 4bner, . 
and (which is robe obſegved) he drew not any line in 
ber pictures with ablack coale,viich yer he might 
have done, for both of them had too much ſhadow if:

| Neither is this all, which makes me ſtand ina flipe 
pery place , but the various ſenſes and cenſures too, 
rec are very likely to be found in this great multi 
tude : Somethat hated the ſound of his Drums and 
Trumpets , will not patiently endure the Ecchore- 
ſounding to their diſ-affefed cares. And ſotneagaine 
are odiceacly contentto heare ſome good words of 
his Epiraph, becauſe it begins with #5 jacet, here he 
lyes 3 as Caracalls ſaid torhem that defired, that ſome 
honours might be ſpent upon his Brother Gets, now 
dead out of his way : Sit d:v»s (fairh he) modo won ſit 
vivus,honour himas youwill, ſo as he doth not live, 
The moſt voyces will doubtlefle vote, that it is need- 
leſſeto ſet up a Candleto the Sunne, for his ſtory is 
yet alive inall mens memories, and the ſtage where- 
on heaRted it,is yer warme.. Thetruth is,I had rather 
leave him torhe hiſtory,which I hopethe honourable 
Houſes have beſpoken,and to that Hewer that ſha!l be 
the precoof this Achilles, But becauſe his name would 
fomctime have paſſed me clear trough allGuards, 
and probably hath not as yet loſt that vertue; and 
that this State and preſence ſpeakes him with more 
eloquence, then I, fo that I can but runthe hazardof 
being an imperfe& interpreter by word , of that ho- 
nour , which your ſelves doe ſpeakeby ſignes. And 
ſince death hath put him beyond pride,all beyond en- 
vy, and my ſelfe beyond flattery, w!at if wee make a 
ſhorr Index of his Story,and audit his « bentar inthe 
mean time,not drawing him in full proportion , bur 
as Ezckiel prurtrayed the Citie of [-r«ſalem upon a 
Tile,which wil indeed bemore ſuitablero the poſture 
we are inz for deepe ſorrowes make no long orations, 
Leves loquunter curg, ingem es fiupent, SInce 
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Since then it muſt be ſo, jaFaeſt alca ; I ſhall im- 
poſe upon myſelfthis law,not tobuildhis Monument 
of common ſtones,nor trouble my ſelf and you, to ga- 
ther ſuch flowers to caſt upon his grave , as grow in 
common fields, nor deſcend or ſtoope to any thing

Hts Nobilitie and his Nobleneſſe, though they might 
each of them adorne his Monument , yet the third, 
which is his Excelency,is the tranſcendent. 

For his Nobititze , He was ſprung of an exceeding 
faire, an ancient Stem,which doth | Sohyrs forth into 
the great and Noble Families of the Princes and 
great men of Englapd,and he was the third of this Ti- 
tle which was inoculate into that Stem, by Q, Bliza- 
beth of famous memory, But Titles of Honour muſt dye 
4s well as men; and becauſe this renowned ſtreame 
carries it's name no further,I ſhall omit all matter of 
Heraldry, as not becomming me at this time and 

lace. 
E His Noblemeſſe was of a high and honourable eleva- 
tion ; He was a man of fixed principles,and of a maſ- 
culine reſolution,of an inviting familiarity ina ſtate- 
ly preſence too generous to be cruell,too great a Pa- 
triot to be Courted ; his compaſſewithout trepida- 
tion or variation, had conſtantly ſtood right to that 
Pole; the good of his Country,which he Lepe in his 
eye, both when he wore the Gowne, and Sword : He 
was fide Romana & Anti-Romana, of Roman fairhful- 
neſle,andof Anti-Roman faith : A Senatour that ho- 
noured his Robes. The teares of Enelazd, of his ſer- 
vants,of his tenants,do ſpeake him in a better langu- 
age then the moſt eloquent Marble is able: Though 
tenants teares be no commendation to a living land- 
lord, yet are they credit to the dead. ; 
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The CharaRer of his Excellevcy,may bethat which 
David ſometime gave to Aber, the great man in. my 
Text ; Ari n0t thou.a valiayt wan, ana who is like thre 
in all Iſr atl © When the time was. come that Tawny 
Temple muſt be open'd here in England; by the Por- 
ter that onely hath the key of it, Neceflitie, and thoſe 
orphane ſiſters (before ſpokenof) Libertieand Pro- 
pertic were to chuſe their Guardian, Champion and 
Findex, you. the Honourable Truftees,lookedout for 
a D:&ator,in whoſe hands you might depoliteythe ve. 
ry being,ſafety,freedom, lives, Senaias populique Roma- 
n4,of the Parliament. and people of England and hap- 
pily pitcht your eye and choyce'upon this man, who 
was /tirpe o ingenis bellicoſss, One that had honour to 
givecredit to.the Cauſe ke undertookezreputation to 
vindicate- his. undertaking from contempr of ene- 
mics.; Intereſt, whoſe Drum could preffe an Army ;

And 
he was the man you then rcſolv'd tolzveand he with, 
It was the greateſt honour in the world,to be credited 
withthe infinite depoſitumol.the life and being of the 
Parliament. of England, Andat this time,when you 
had afſignedthis Theater to a& his part upon, it was 
the higheſt honour tohim,, that he would undertake 
to Pilot, a-Ship fo laden with fo great a fraught, 
rhrough the rempeſtyous and angry Seas ch then 
began to, ſirell, and be intraRable, when th1s poore 
Kingdome, knew.not for the moſt part, how to weare 
Buffe and Steele,untill raughtby him ; in whom that 
ancient Chivalry and Valour.of England (which had 
leff it's Monuments, tn France and other parts of the 
world,but of later times almoftemaſculate andgrown 


oþſolet) was concenter', andby tranſmigration had

| cules, but. not im $5vis 5, a man reſolved, when others 
4 hung in ſaſpence 3 fixt, when ſore ſtarres of greateſt 
magnitude were moved with trepidation,or erratick, 
| That filled the breach,when many lay peft principa,8 
| behind the hedge.No Proclamation of Treaſon could 
cry him down, tior threatning Standard daunt him : 
\ That in that miſty morning,when men knew not each 
the otber, whether friend or foe, by his ariſing dif- 
peld. the fogge, and by his very name, commanded 
thouſands into your ſervice. Such as were for Refor- 
/ mation, and groaned under preſſures in Religion, he 
] tooke by the —_ him : Such as were Patri- 
w ots, and would ſtand np tor common Libertfes, he 
tooke by the hand; and they him, and ſbbecamethe 
bond or:knot of both; as the Axletftee ofthe world 
upoh which both the Poles doe move: And this muſt 
be his honour alone for ever ; for though 7oſbna alſo 
dozadmirably when he comes to it, yet it is Moſes that 
firſtleads fotth Iſrael by their Armies. 
Thus heenter'd, and' for his deportment upon the 
Stage, and the experience he gave of himfelfe, who 
knowes not it ? Such was his perſonal valour, as if no- 
thing bat ſeek had gone to his cotpoſitioti, The in- 
ſtances are famous; Inthar great battell at Edge-hill, 
where this Kingdome had her firſt Crifs upon a Sab- 
bath day, (our wars have now fulfilled above halfe a 
weekegf yeares)whenthe had loft a wing yet he flew a- 
bout; Ec mulls diferimine, notum, x an miles erat ; He 
ſhewed his Army there what a man they had adven- 
cured with, in their firſt Voyage ; No, I pre fequar, 
Captaine, but.one whoſe Valour gave the word,ſequ#- 
mini me, with whoſe ſteele (its no diſparagemient to 
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ſay, that) his for ever famous Chiettaines ſharpned 
their edze, and ſothat hill was made a ſtanding Tro- 
phee,your enemies (Right Honourable) from that 
day begun tvutake you for a Parliament, 

I muſt leave to the large Map of his Story, thoſe 
many memorables & victories,which bear hts name; 
for even great places doe not always find any room in 
a little Map, and ſhall inſtance him but in oneother 
particular,that famous expedition to'Glouceſter when 
we were at a very lo water, and this Eagle hid then 
alſo moulted his featbers,and baving imped thetnwith 
renowned Londoners,-did- fight the greateſt part of 
that long march thither, where the then 'Governour 
whom. Fay (borrowing Cicerohis word) .call hujud 
Regni Stator ghe Statorotthe Kingdomeof England, 
(becauſe he. tooke theienemy his horſe by the bridle 
inhis full career,and Kopr-him, and being reſolved to 
{ell that City tothem by the cand!e) was reſcued be- 
fore the candle dropt, by this noble Champion, who 
retreating from that Tropick, fought ,his way backe 


ag2ine through-hunget andhardſhip:and becauſe this: 


Retreat, ſhould not be like an empty field without 
{ome charge, He ſcattered that great Army near New- 
bery,and to, youthis renowned City,redd;ait Legiones, 


reſtored your valiant Legions,'and reſtored England - 


roit ſelte ; Anrunparalell'd Expedition; + 


Hu Faithfalnes was like Touch or Marble withoue 


any ſtreamyng flaw, no Honours, Offices, or whatſo- 
ever beares the name of greatnefle could/bribe it. The 
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two Indies would have binas: dirt : He knew the Poke 
he muſtaile by,andftcered not by a mercenaryCom-: 
Pafſe. He had eſpouſed the Senate and Liberties of 
England, and was reſolved, aut liberare fidem, ant ſol- 
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Hts ends, ſo far as one may learnaythe marke by the 

Archers eye, were not private intereſts, reſpe&s, or 

arties,to be ſerved upon the aſhes of publike ruins, 
Flkof gold to ſouldiers of fortune, He was Themi- 
flocles, A right line-drawne from the Center you ſet 
him, would have cut the center of his aimes and ends. 
Had you falne upon ſucha Merchant'as would have 
been eccentricke to you, and have cauponated the war 
to raiſe his private intereſt, or have put in the great 
fraught he was truſted with,and configned the Carga- 
zonezto ſome Royall Port, oh, what a Ferall Table of 
Proſcriprions; (like that ofSy/lae's)might have bin ſer 
up amongſt uszand your lives have bin bargain for, 
and fold as that Triumviratedid the lives of the Se- 
natours of Rome, 


His Connſell and wiſedome was ſuch as argued him 
to be.a man that knew. condu&t; He had a fine finger to - 


find out,and skilfull to untie or cut the knor,In fore. 
ſight of danger his eyes were open; but when he came 
toexecute his Councels,his eyes were ſhut againſt al 
impreſſions of feare and terrour, 


Ht leve and reſpet3 cothe Souldiery,ſfuch as became. 


2 brave Chriſtian, He would not Turkiſhly fill ditch- 
es,or ſtop Canon with them. His hand of reliefe was 


not ſhut or ſhort to reſcued priſoners. He affourded :

His countenance paid and arm'd his ſouldiers, when 


ſometimes they wanted both : and no wonder if his - 


Schoole bred ſuch a gallant Infantry which had fuch

In ſumme. This Camilis was a ſecond Romulm His

A Sermon Preached at the Fanerall of the 


Efſex;the Eſſex "1; England, and the T atela7 thereof : 
who added to his Noble Coronet all the Militarie 
Crownes, ſaving that which is called Navall, or the 
Sea-Crowne, which is due to another moſt Noble 
Worthy, more faithfull than the Element he was 
then the Maſter of. 

For hs death, the Forlorne hope it ſent out before 
it, was but ſleightly, the Phyſicians thought him 
bailable, but death lay in ambuſcado ina full body, 8: 
ſuddenly ſurprized him with a dying fleep, and now 
weare ereting of his Monument, one of the ſeven 
wonders of the World was a Tombe. And if the No- 
ble and Famous men who fought under his Banneex; 
ſhall pleaſe to be ſet in for his ſupporters, it will be 
ſuch a Squadron-Monument as will have no Brother 
in England, untill the time doe come (and I wiſh it 
way be long firſt) that the moſt renowned and excel- 
lent Championthat now governes the ſword of Eng- 
land, muſt now lay his bones by him, and then there 
will be the 4/pha and Omega of ſuch a Story as ſhall 
render God fearful in prayſes, doing wonders by the 
firft hand of him that led us through the untrodden 
paths of the wildernefſe, and by the ſecond hand of 
him that hath made Victory (which Homer calls «ne 
#vax, 2 Jack ON both fides)to change its name;who if 
he ſhall have but one ſtone out of each City or ſtronp 
Hold taken by his Armes,to:make his Tombe,itavifſ 
be ſuch a Monument that every ſtone of it will ſpeak 
2 Hittory,and ſome a Miracle : Or. if that cannot be, 
it will be enough that he lay his head upon an immor- 
tall Turfftaken out of Naſeby field : God thought 
Moſes,or rather made him the fitteſt man to begin, 8& 
lead Iſrael forth,and he honored Zoſhua with the com- 
pleating of the worke,neither doth Jo{bwacclipſe the 
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worth of CMoſes,nor bethe worth of Zoſhau; and ſo cra« 
ving pardon of my boldneſfe with your patience, I bave 
| endeavouredtoſpeik wthout refle&rmns upon any, nor F 
| did I mean totread on the foot or toe of any man,there- " 
by to raife my ſpeech the higher, as knowing that this 
Prinee and great man needed nor to pull downe the 
ſtones of any other mans Monument to build his, who 
had enow in his owne Quarry as being(nexwgye Honou- 
rable Parliament) hat firſt man from whom we paſle to 
our poſterity the conveyancies of our liberty and fafe- 
ty. Et nati natorum, ey qui naſcentar ab iHts.] have no more 
but this ; He lived a good General, He dyed a Genenall 
goad ; and therefore a lamentationto all Iſrael, and fol 
leave im in his Bed of Honour,and draw the Curtains, 
and pur our the lights. 
\_ Only awordat parting, and firſt »xy Lords to you, we 
know how great the Tree that's fallen, was, by the 
vacuity.or void place it leaves behind it, We look upon 
| you as them that will endeavour to prevent the varuum 
' by ating frota-rhat noble principle which moves tothe 
| univerſal and common good; the lofle we have ſuſtained. 
| is. great, though he never had wore Buff but only Par- 
liament Robes, and they ſay that when a limbe or part 
| of a man is cut off, 4n1m2rctrahiturthe foule is retrafted, 
I with the Philoſophy may beverefied in the retraRtion 
of his'reality and faithfulnefle unto you; that ſo he may- 
remaire among you in quinreſlence and vertue, being as 4 
it weredivided among you, as they ſay of Romulws, that 
hewas diſcerpt by the Senate, when he dyed, and every:

not preſſe, {ilence mutinies, or perſwade the fouldiery 
with one @Prd 2irites, and ina word how tobe an Eſ- 
ſex,not a Ceſar, who converted his Arms againſtthe Se- 
nate, and therefore hatha blot in his Copy to this day, 
I muſt conclude with you the moſt Honourable Se- 
nateof England 3 It would be too much preſumption in 
me to thanke you for this Honour of your preſence and 
ſorrowes 3 Its agreat thing to be made immortall by an 
immortall Parliament : All the Honour which belongs 
to your ſervants and inſtruments,redounds to youz what 
they get or receive is but handed by them to you the 
owners ; ſhould we write downe but fifty to them;when 
there is a hundred due;the loſſe would be yours. It was a 
ſtately deportment to entertaine the newe: of this great 
Champion and Senatour his death, as the o!4 Romans 
uſed toentertaine ſad tydings,mutats veſt;bus,and toho- 
nour your ſorrow with an adjournment: This is the way 
ro breed more Eſſex's: Its Honour that breeds a ſouldier; 
Take honour out of his eye, and you cut off the ſpurres 
from his heeles.My wiſhes are,firſt, that you may never 
have occafion to create any moe then you have done by 
the name of Excellency :{econdly,that if you muſt, there 
may be ſuch men, with whom in ſafety you may lay up 
your lives, andthirdly, that you may have tke happines 
to pitCh npon them. Amen. 
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
